3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Aubay et al, US 2004/0067864, discloses an amphoteric polysaccharide for 
treating textile fibre articles comprising a main chain comprising identical or different 
anhydrohexose units that are substituted with one or more groups bearing at least one 
anionic charge and/or at least one cationic charge (see abstract and page 1 , 
paragraphs [0010]-[0014]). It is further taught by Aubay et al that suitable cationic 
charged groups include those listed in paragraphs [0035]-[0066]. However, patentee 
differs from applicant in that Aubay et al does not teach or suggest in general a 
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surfactant composition containing a mixture of amphoteric polyglucosides that contain at 

least one substituted group selected from the group consisting of: 

-CH2-CH(OH)-CH 2 -N-(CH2-CH2-OH)2 and 
-CH2-CH(OH)-CH 2 -N + -(CH2-CH2-OH)2 
CH 2 C(0)-0\ 

as required by applicant in the instant claims. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
